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SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Thompson  : — 

The  following'  report  is  submitted  to  the  Town  by  the 
'School  Board. 

The  schools  have  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  221  chil- 
dren in  the  High  School  and  507  in  the  grade  schools.  The 
number  of  teachers  remaining  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  usual  cleaning  and  repair  work  in  the  schools  has 
been  done  as  in  previous  years.  The  principal  work  being 
the  installation  of  two  new  boilers  for  the  High  School  and 
also  two  commercial  oil  burners.  The  committee  expects 
these  new  heaters  and  the  increased  radiation  to  solve  the 
problem  of  cold  rooms  in  the  High  School.  The  redecorating 
of  the  auditorium  has  been  postponed  and  the  money  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  last  year  has  been  used  toward  the 
new  heating  apparatus. 

There  were  several  school  activities  last  year  which 
should  be  mentioned  at  this  time.  The  operetta,  "The  Fire 
Prince ",  given  by  the  High  School  pupils  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Burns,  deserved  much  praise  for  the  fine  work 
of  the  pupils  and  the  splendid  training  given  by  the  instruc- 
tor. Miss  Burns  does  not  return  to  us  this  year  and  we  re- 
gret sincerely  her  departure.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  Miss 
Roy  of  AVebster  as  her  successor.  In  June  an  exhibition  of 
work  of  both  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  and  the  element- 
ary schools  are  given.  The  Avork  done  by  the  girls  of  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  Department  in  sewing  and  cooking  was  particular- 
ly appreciated  by  the  mothers.  The  work  of  the  children  of 
the. lower  grades  was  very  interesting.  Many  parents  were 
surprised  to  see  the  splendid  work  done  by  their  children. 
This  kind  of  exhibition  should  be  visited  by  every  parent. 
The  Town  was  proud  when  the  High  school  boys,  who  hadr- 
been  coached  by  Mr.  Coombs  in  basketball,  finished  the. sea-, 
son  with  one  hundred  per  cent  victories.  Later,  they  en- 
tered the  State  Championship  Contest  in  Basket  Ball  and 
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won  the  silver  loving  cup  given  by  Storrs  College.  This  was 
not  only  a  credit  for  Mr.  Coombs  and  the  boys  but  also  for 
the  Tourtellotte  Memorial  High  School. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  last  June  were  unusually 
fine.  Eighteen  boys  and  girls  were  graduated.  Of  this  num- 
ber Daniel  Chubbuck  and  Curt  Seastrand  enter  Storrs  Col- 
lege, Francis  Reardon  enters  the  University  of  Washington, 
Wyla  Rawson  enters  the  "Worcester  Normal  School,  Ardath 
Leveille  enters  the  Willimantic  Normal  School,  Estelle  Rav- 
cnelle  enters  St.  Francis  Hospital  and  Theresa  Coderre  en- 
ters Bay  Path  Institute. 

The  School  Committee  is  ashing  once  more  for  the  co- 
operation of  the  parents.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Thompson  : 

Your  Health  Officer  submits  the  following  report: 
The  number  of  cases  of  communicable  diseases  report- 
ed to  me  from  year  to  year,  vary  greatly.  The  preventative 
methods  for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever  by  the 
use  of  antitoxins  is  surely  a  Godsend  to  many  families,  par- 
ticularly where  there  are  several  children  in  the  same  family. 
The  vaccination  against  small  pox  before  our  children  enter 
school  has  nearly  made  our  schools  immune  from  the  dread- 
ed disease. 

The  doctors  are  very  favorable  to  introduce  the  same 
method  for  diphtheria.  Several  families  have  been  vaccinat- 
ed with  the  toxin-antitoxin  this  past  season. 
Cases  reported  to  me  are  as  follows: —

Scarlet  Fever  was  epidemic  in  Grosvenordale  in  early 
June.  It  was  in  so  mild  a  form  the  parents  thought  nothing 
serious  was  the  matter  with  their  children  and  let  them  go 
to  school.  One  child  was  not  as  well  as  some  of  the  other 
children  and  the  mother  scut   for  a  physician  and  soon  we 
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had  the  families  quarantined  and  no  more  cases  were  re- 
ported. 

Only  two  nuisance  cases  reported  this  year. 

Our  school  building's  during  the  summer  vacation  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  are  now  in  good  condition  to 
commence  school.  The  school  grounds  show  a  more  tidy  ap- 
pearance than  heretofore. 

This  last  year  the  State  Department  of  Health  examined 
the  drinking  water  used  in  our  schools  also  several  other  wa- 
ter supplies  used  by  the  public  endeavoring  to  eliminate  any 
supply  that  might  cause  the  spread  of  some  communicable 
disease  by  using  the  same.  ;- 

Our  town  has,  been  unusually  free  of  communicable  dis- 
eases the  past  year  and  I  have  felt  that  the  preventative 
measure  brought  before  the  people  in  various  ways  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health  is  certainly  one  cause  for  the 
improvement.  It  seems  to  me  with  the  many  helps  at  our 
command  the  general  health  of  our  town  must  improve  from 
year  to  year.
